toric doctrines of Presbyterianism 
against the assaults of modernism 
and liberalism. 
, 
The letter sent out by the com­ 
m ittee follows; 
“W hereas the government of the 
Presbyterian church In the United 
States of America, and the testi­ 
mony of our church to the truth of 
the Gospel are threatened by the 
assault of those who are opposed 
to the standards of the church and 
the apathy and indifference of oth­ 
ers 
"Therefore we, the undersigned, 
do form ourselves into a committee 
, the purpose of which shall be to up­ 
hold the constitution of our church 
and to m aintain the integrity of its 
historic and corporate witness to 
our Lord Jesus Christ as He is rep­ 
resented to us In th s Scriptures, 
and to the system of doctrine set 
forth in the W estm inster Confession 
of Faith. 
“We invite you ss a m inister of 
th# synod of . . . . . . . . to become a 
m em ber of the comm ittee and to 
co-operate 
with 
us 
in 
securing 
through the Presbyteries in your 
synod such action as shall further 
the objects herein named. 
W ant Answer st Once 
“In order that further communi­ 
cations m ay be sent to you, please 
notify us as soon as possible of 
your willingness to serve on the 
comm ittee."
